COOLING DRINKS 
FOR HOT DAYS 


By JUDITH WILSON 
DON'T know why it is but 
the sight of green things and 

ihe seund of tinkling ice. are 
cooling long before you have a 
sip of the chilly drink or a taste 
of the crispy salad or dessert 
that they suggest, but they do. 
When you buy your beverage 
set and salad plates for warm 
afterneon refreshments. do get 
them in cool tones of green or 
yellow-green, and do keep on 
hand sprigs of fragrant green 
mint for garnishing.

Kemal, Turkey’s Warrior 
President ... Sir Basil 
Zaharoff, Mystery Man 


HAZI MUSTAPHA KEMAL 
ASHA. President of the 
Turkis through his 


sh =Republic, 
tatecraft and a sword rehabili- 
tated Turkey as a dominating 
power in the Near East and 
earned the name of the George 
Washington of modern Turkey. 

Mustapha Kemal founded his 
power when he reorganized the 


disheartened and beaten Turkish 


army, comprised of crippled, ill- 
fed. ill-armed soldiers, made it 
strong. led jt himself when Tur- 
kish Roy adlst's thought he would 
be crushed, and titterly defeated 
tele Greek expedition into Asia 


Minor. It was one of the most 
decisive victories of modern 
times. 


As a result of this victory, 
Kemal became undisputed boss 
and he could nave made himself 
Sultan. Instead, he proclaimed 
that Turkey should be a republic 
and had himself elected presi- 
dent. He wiped out not only the 
political Sultanate, but the Mo- 
hammedan religious Caliphate. 
He destroyed the connection of 
church and state, making Tur- 
key a laic nation. Into the waste 
basket he tossed the old systéms 
of laws based upon ancient mos- 
lem codes and gave Turkey a 
modern civil code based upon 
that of Switzerland 


Tne red fez and the veil went 
the way of the old. Under pen- 
alty of fines, Kemal decreed that 
Turks must wear European 
headgear. He adopted the mod- 
ern system of letters instead of 
the o!d Turkish alphabet. He 
shows his contempt of old Mos- 
lem prejudices by appearing at 
balls in immaculate evening 
clothes, dancing to jazz music 
and sipping champagne, al- 
though Moslem law is dead 
against intoxicating drink. 

Kemal married the beautiful 
Latife Hanoum in 1923. the 
Gauchter of an immensely weal- 
thy merchant of Smyrna. The 
Inairiage is said to have brought 
him a dowry of 1,000,000 Turkish 
lire. Two years later he shocked 
his subiects by anuGcuncing he 
had a ‘creed her. No official 
reasous were given for this ai- 
vorce. The couple seemed mcst 
happy and both were keenly in- 
terested in the progress and ad- 
vancement of Turkish women. 
However, it was said that Kemal 
objected to his young wife’s in- 
terferences in matters ‘outside 
her sphere.” 

But Latife was a woman of 
spirit. After her separation from 
Kemal she said: 

“Tam not like the rest of our 
Turkish womey who say, ‘Allah 
is great, and His will must be 
done.’ and who resign themselves 
to their fate, declaring their 
hearts haye been broken. The 
days when women died of brok- 
en hearts have long since passed, 
and I will show those who in-

MONG THE world’s half doz- 

en wealthiest individuals and 

one of Europe’s 

is Sir Basil Zaharoff. The mys- 

tery surrounding the man is best 

explained in the question: “Who 

1s he and from where did he 
rise?” 

For nalf a century, Sir Basil 
pulled the strings that manoeuv- 
ered dozens of puppet armies be- 
hind the scenes of most of Eur- 
ope’s political dramas since the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870. He 
is credited with having piled up 
the greatest individual fortune 
that has ever been accumulated 
in a single generation. Sir Basil 
financed wars, but made little 
money out of peace. His money 
came from banking, munition 
factories, arsenals and _ battle 
ship building yards. 

Descended from Greek parents 
of the colony of Constantinople, 
whence they were chased by the 
massacre of 1821, Sir Basil’s real 
name is Zacharias Basileios. His 
start in life came when he sold 
a single submarine to Greece 
many years ago. Since that time, 
inore than half a century ago, 
Sir Basil has sold in one single 
sweep 10,000 machine guns, ten 
cruisers and destroyers, 4,000,000 
rounds of ammunition and 125 
cannon, all for credit, the largest 
single munitions and arms order 
in history. 

After the sale of that first sub- 
marine to Greece, Sir Basil sold 
two more to Turkey and it was 
then that the American inventor, 
Hiram Maxim, came into his hfe 
and turned his promises of 
riches into realities. The two 
men joined their capital, ideas 
end invention and Sir Basil, 
acting as salesman, went around 
the world selling Maxim’s ma- 
chine guns to almost every na- 
tion. 

Having aided scores of armies 
to win wars, Sir Basil was duly 
commended for his service. He 
holds in all 298 foreign decora- 
tions heaped upon him by thir- 
ty-one appreciative nations. He 
is the principal owner of the 
Monte Carlo Casino, the director 
en the beards of more than 300 
industrial concerns. He is now 
more than eighty years old, and 
lives surrounded by servants and 
personal physicians.
